Each year, the performance
of all students in the school and district, as well
as subgroups of students, is measured against
annual performance targets.

The
Student Behavior Rating is determined by
averaging the attendance rates for the 2001-2002
and 2002-2003 school years. The Improvement
Rating is based on changes in assessment results
and attendance rates during the last four school
years. The School Characteristics Rating is
based on participation in Oregon Statewide
Assessments during the 2002-2003 school year.
